flic Sioux Indians Could Stake Their Pal- 


sonotip Egga Nutritious. 


It is notgenerallyknown that the James 


River valley was once the home of the only 
species of snake which ever furnished an 
abundant and nutritious supply of food for 
the utf of man. Recent and most exhaust- 
ive investigation proves it to be true. This 
valley, in which no snake is now found, 
was once full of serpents called by the 
Bioux Indians the "food snake," by reason 
of the size and delicious flavor of its eggs. 


By untold dozens these eggs were laid in 


pits hollowed out of the soil for their re- 
ception. As a rule the pits were from 5 to 
Bfeet deep, 18 inches in diameter and con- 
tained from 100 to 200 eggs, snugly packed 
at the bottom and covered with dry gross 
and leaves. The eggs were a little larger 
than those of the domestic hen and more 
palatable, but deadly poisonous. 


Many of the Sioux, tempted by hunger, 


died from eating them. Often they were 
purposely exposed to the discovery of in- 
vading enemies in order that they should 
ent and die. Not only were these eggs im- 
bued with poison, but they were eqiinlty 
peculiar in that they remained fresh ancj 
palatable in all weathers for 13 years, and 
were finally hutched by the cold of the win- 
ter and not the heat of the summer. 


Three hundred years ago Blue Goose, a 


mighty cliieftuin, ruled the Sioux. His 
wife discovered a mixture which was a per- 


, feet antidote to the poison in thti eggs. The 
' simplest washing in the mixture rendered 
i them perfectly wholesome. 
' 
Blue Goose was a lover of war. He saw 


that by revealing the secret of the antidote 
tho hunting of buffalo, then numerous, 
would largely cease, and that the people, 
finding abundant food in the snake eggs, 
would grow indolent and less warlike. 


He therefore formed a council of several 


discreet women, most solemnly pledged to 
retain among themselves the secret of the 
antidote and to use it only in times of 
famine or defeat in war, This.council was 
self perpetuating and elected new members 
only as vacancies occurred by death. Never 
was the secret betrayed. 


Indian tradition says that seven times 


was an antidote u<-cd m times of need, 
when a pe.stilence sweptoIF the entire coun- 
try almost at a stroke, and tho secret was 
lost. 


The race of food simkcs was never recon- 


ciled to this loss and rapidly dwindled 
away. They utterly disappeared about the 
year 1820. It is interesting to note that the 
last place at which either the snakes or 
their riests were found was in the timber 
along the James river at Rondell.—Minne- 
apolis Journal. 


How Hebrew Women Used Cosmetics. 
The Hebrew women had learned in 


Egypt all the fashionable vanities and car- 
ried them with them into the deserts and 
afterward into the land of Canaan. As in 
these days, the profuse use of cosmetics 
by women caused odious comparisons, and 
there were besides prophets like Isaiah, 
Jeremiah and Ezekiel who discoursed on 
the vamtiesof the fair sex with aplainness, 
a brutality even, surpassing that of John 
Knox preaching to Mary, queen of Scots. 
The experience of the worldhas shown that 
the reproofs aud warnings of preachers are 
powerless against female vanity, and the 
prophets of Israel were no exception, for 
among the women of the chosen people 
the practice iu question was common if 
the .son, when he is advised to keep the 
commandments of his father and the law 
of his mother, he is especially counseled not 
to be taken by the eyelids of women, from 
which it would appear that the use of kohl, 
practiced by the women of modoru Egypt, 
was then known.

Jezebel, queen 
of KingAbaziah, who is remembered only 
for her badness and her tragic death, wish- 
ing to appease Jehu, who had just slain 
her husband, painted her face, tired her 
head aud looked out of a window.

or not it was the painted face that aroused 
the ire of Jehu—which was hardly possi- 
ble, for he must have seen many such— 
but he ordered her to be thrown out of the 
window, and she was trodden under the 
feet of his horses and afterwaid devoured 
by jackals.—San Francisco Chronicle. 


HEALTH AND CITY NOISES. 


Cieless Sounds That Tend to Disorganize 


the Human Brain. 


Not long since a foolish gentleman, who 


preferred to live in New York or not te-live 
at all, committed sui cide rather than longer 
to endure the earsplitting noise of the bells 
of a neighboring church. In thousands of 
cases people are being made ill, are commit- 
ting slow suicide or are being painfully 
aud slowly killed by useless city noises. 
Noise, then, becomes a question of health 
and of medical importance concerning 
which physicians should have a word to say 
led a duty to perform. 


Sociologically the whole community has 


jn unrecognized duty as regards noise that 
rebts upon a physiologic and aesthetic basis. 
Delicacy and accuracy of response to a 
physiologic stimulus are the characteristic 
marks of perfection in an organism. What- 
ever presents this ia against the welfare of 
society and progress. In this beautiful 
poise making era one or two things must 
follow the ceaseless bruising of the mind 
by noise. Either the auditory mechanism 
and the nervous mechanism with which It 
is related—that is, the nhole mind—mute 
become blunted in sensitiveness, crushed 
or stupefied, or it must react pathologically, 
People are therefore divisible into two 
classes—those whose nervous systems and 
minds are becoming mechanienlized, aii- 
Eesthetic and brutalized, and those who, 
thus failing to kill sense and mentality, 
develop disease reactions, The distinct 
agency of noise is to make us either savage 
or sickly. 


Civilization, of which noisemaking is a 


decidej component, is thus bearing in its 
bosom a self poison, to its own undoing. 
We are losing all refinement and delicacy 
of the senses and are reverting to the. con. 
dltion of the barbarian whose senses had 
to be pounded and whipped into reaction, 
or we are becoming neurotic, hysteric and 
neurasthenic. 


From whatever aspect the subject be 


considered it seems strange that people 
will submit to the indignities of the noise- 
makers. A thousand are outraged iu or- 
der that one or a few may possibly be ben- 
efited. The shrieking of whistles and the 
ringing of bells to notify workmen to stop 
or to start work is an instance in point. 
Everybody has a watch or a clock at hand, 
Why, 
then, blow the whistles? Why also 


thunder or jangle bells to tell people that 
should be asleep what o'clock it is during 
the night? The 10 per cent of people who 
go to church must be warned by bells, but 
have the 90 per cent no rights? 


And what about the sick? The milkman 


arouses n whole neighborhood in delivering 
a quart of milk. The cartmen, the ped- 
dlers, the hawkers, the ragmen, etc., bawl 
and howl to be heard half u mile away if 
some other greater noi.se near by did not 
drown their voices. There are persons that 
think it strange that barking dogs and 
crowing roosters in a city should be object- 
ed to. 


The degree and character of the civiliza- 


tion of a country are indicated by the 
amount cf unnecessary noise it endures, 
and this is accurately gauged by the condi- 
tion of the pavements of its cities.—Phila- 
delphia News,

I have many times weighed 
and assisted in weighing hay from a given 
numbei of feet and found a variation of

aginative Vagaries of Train Lucas, and 
None to the Blind Credulity of Hl» Vic- 
tim—Tests of Forgery. 


Falsified letters and papers at varioug 


times, have played a conspicuous part, if 
not actually in history, at least in contem- 
poraneous annals and in certain circles of 
society. 


Either the autographs in question have 


been confessed to be forgeries or discovered 
to be such, but at a given moment they 
bore a character of authenticity which in a 
measure exonerated their dupes. Perhaps 
none at least at first was so convincing as 
those which completely and successively de- 
ceived the very clever member of the Insti- 
tute of France, M. Chasles, who was taken 
ln by one of the most astute and unprin- 
cipled of forgers. 


According to experts, shortsighted peo- 


ple are better qualified to detect a falsified 
writing than those who are gifted with a 
more perfect vision, but tha faculty of dis- 
cernment is chiefly conferred by nature and 
cannot be judged by ordinary and invaria- 
ble rules. Some persons have a diagnosis 
as unerring in the matter of autographs as 
the cleverest physicians in cases of illness. 
Everything is a clew for them—the texture 
of the paper, the quality of the ink, the na- 
ture of the pen, whethor steel or quill, and 
as tbe use of the former began at a certain 
date the employment of it for documents 
pretending to be of earlier production has 
frequently led to detection. The seals, the 
fashion in which the sheets are fashioned 
together, are so many guides not neglected 
by the expert. 


There is a vast difference between forger- 


ies proper and facsimiles; the latter are 
much easier to detect. An engraved, litho- 
graphed or photographed document may, 
even after minute examination, be taken 
as genuine, but there is a material test 
which invariably proves fatal to a fraud. 
When a pen is dipped into an acid and a 
drop allowed to fall on the tail of a letter, 
the ink Will disappear if it ia /vn r^ograph, 
but will not be affected if it is culy an im- 
pression or a facsimile. Formerly to pro- 
duce the latter the genuine document was 
transferred by tracing aud the copy ob- 
tained was engraved on wood or stone; then 
lithography came into common use, and 
finally photography superseded it. Today 
the art of facsimiles is carried to a singular 
degree of perfection with the assistance of 
the heliotype and photogravure. 


The ancient kings of France kept at their 


court secretaries whom they allowed t 
sign for them all brevets, circulars and offi 
cial commuuications. Under Louis XI\ 
the habit had become absolute rule, and th 
monarch signed personally only his privat 
correspondence. One of his secretaries "o 
hand," as they were called, Toussaint Rose 
imitated his master's writing so accurate! 
that whole letters, purporting to be writ 
ten by the king himself, could easily b 
taken as having been in reality penned b; 
him. 


The custom of keeping secretaires d 


main was continued under his successor 
and was also practiced by their consorts 
Sometimes, however, the royal treasure 
of the sovereign on orders to pay larg 
sums, and in that case the real signatur 
had to be appended beneath that previous- 
ly signed by the secretary. This account, 
for the number of documents still kept i 
the archives on which appear a double anc 
apparently identical signature. 


Napoleon I refused to conform to this 


tradition. He signed all papers and acts 
himself, and by a curious idiosyncrasy h( 
lengthened or abridged his signature ac 
cording to the rank of the person men 
tioned in the brevet or concerned in the 
act. It varies greatly, ranging from the 
whole Napoleon to Napol., Nap., Np., auc 
even the single N. He, however, used a 
stamp especially for the convocations o: 
parliament. Charles X and Louis Philippe 
did the same. 


The institute has not forgotten the stu- 


pendous hoax of which M. Michel Chasles 
was the victim. It was perpetrated by a 
man called Vrain Lucas, who styled him- 
self the agent of wealthy aul ograph col- 
lectors and gained the confidence of M. 
Chasles. Ho after awhile brought to him 
and tempted him with letters supposed to 
date from the seventeenth century, but fab- 
ricated by him with considerable skill. En- 
couraged by his success, he created a per- 
fect factory of autographs, and becoming 
reckless had the audacity to offer for sale 
letters written by Mary Magdalene and 
Cleopatra and some from Archimedes to 
Nero, from Alexander to Aristotle, from 
Rabelais to Luther—impudent fabrications 
which the old savant had become too in- 
fatuated to detect. 


Some of these apocryphal letters were 


fantastically extravagant. 
Vercingetorix 


wrote of Cfssar; Joan of Arc appealed to 
the Parisians; Charles Vto Rabelais, prais- 
ing his subtle and delicate tact and prom- 
ising a thousand crowns to whoever would 
succeed in squaring the circle. 


There seemed at one time no limit to the 


imaginative vagaries of Vrain Lucas, as 
there was none to the blind credulity of his 
dupe. M, Chasles, however, was not the 
only one who had been taken in. AB long 
as the swindler contented himself with 
producing documents dating from the fif- 
teenth, sixteenth and eighteenth centuries 
they were believed genuine, and a long 
and an earnest controversy was waged on a 
reputed correspondence between Pascal 
and Newton as to whether the former or 
the latter had discovered the law of univer- 
sal attraction. 


But this very controversy created doubts 


as to the authenticity of the Chasles collec- 
tion. The later impositions.of the forger con- 
firmed them, and M. Chasles had the crief 
and shame of being openly declared a dupe 
and of seeing the years spent in enriching 
his collection wasted. The forger was ar- 
rested, tried and punished to the highest 
penalty of the law. M. Chasles lost the 
best part of his fortune, for he had spent 
over £8,000 in the purchase of valueless pa- 
pers.—London Cor. New York Sun.

A Cloth Measuring Machine. 


One of the most couvenientdcvices lately 


introduced is a machine for measuring 
cloth, whether cotton or woolen; an appa- 
ratus which not only takes the length of a 
piece of cloth, but also records it, yard by 
yard, on the margin, one of the chief ad- 
vantages of the machanlsm being that the 
operation of measuring never requires to 
be repeated—that is, the retailer finds tho 
piece he buys marked on the wrong side of 
the selvaga through its entire length, and 
he has only to unfold tho last yard to see If 
the length corresponds with the invoice, 
and at any subsequent time it can be seen 
at a glance how much there is left. 
Thus 


the whole trouble Involved in measuring is 
done away with, and also tho liability of 
making mistakes in cutting lengths to sup- 
ply customers' needs. 
The cloth is not 


damaged in any manner. 
Many classes of 


goods, such as silks, are woven with a sel- 
vage that has to bo cut off before they ore 
made up, while for others un ink is used for 
marking the figures that can be removed 
as easily and completely as the tailor's 
chalk from a coat. This useful machine 
can be driven either by hand or power.— 
New York Sun, 


Blackened Electric I.amp Bulbs. 


The users of incandescent lamps fr^ 


quently have occasion to complain of a re- 
duction of the amount of light supplied 'x> 
them through the blackening of the bulbs 
and are apt to put the blame on the cen- 
tral station from which their current is de- 
rived. Professor Elihu Thomson now tells 
is that this blackening of the bulb is no- 
sody's fault and cannot be avoided in the 
present state of the art of incandescent 
lampmaking. The deterioration of incou- 
lescent lamps has often been laid to the 
jombardment of gas molecules, but Pro- 
fessor Thomson is convinced that in a well, 
exhausted lamp it is due almost entirely to 
ivaporation by high temperature. Just as 
Ice evaporates in vacuo, so carbon acquires 
,n vacuo a certain volatility at an increas- 
ng rate of the temperature. In this way 
the filament is worn away and deposited ia 
minute particles on the inside of the bulb. 
—Exchange.

"When I got back, my wife said, 'John, 


what did you send that telegram from 
Maricopa for?'

Htreet to hold that Interview with General 
Gordon which led directly and almost im- 
mediately to hi* dtapateh to Khartoom. 
Yet nine yean and more have passed since 
then—nine eventful yea™ full of the trage- 
dy and the pathos which abound in our Im- 
perial annul*, and now the limpta an- 
nouncement of Mil* Gordon'! death recall* 
wltu painful Tivldnsss that episode of glory 
and of ghame 


Mix Gordon was Charles Gordon's elder 


sister Her house at 5 Rockstone place, 
Southampton, was his only home when he 
was in England It was there that I Inter- 
riewed him, and at the present moment, 
although the familiar rooms are empty of 
their mistress, they are full of the associa- 
tions of her brother's presence. Never was 
» sister more proudly fond of her brother's 
fame 
Never did brother trust more abio- 


lutely his innermost thoughts to a sister 
than Gordon She was the custodian of his 
archives. He left all his letters to her, and 
she treasured as precious relict the few 
remnants of uniform and of other personal 
belongings which he left in hez hands 


The flrst things a visitor saw on entering 


her drawing room were oetrich shells 
which had been rent her from Africa, and 
the nert thing was the skin of a leopard 
which he had shot in the Soudan. In her 
bedroom, where everything was as reli- 
giously preserved as it was when last it was 
occupied by General Gordon, her favorite 
texts were still on the wall, the wardrobe 
still held some of the hero's clothes Miss 
Gordon idealized her brother—not without 
cause 


The world knew htm when too late as 


the peerless paladin of modern chivalry 
She know him as such from of old time, but 
she knew htm also as the merry souled, 
laughing brother who never (eased to have 
ths heart of a schoolboy boneath the trap- 
pings of a governor general Small reason 
it there for surprise that Miss Gordon re- 
garded with but scanty sympathy the min- 
ister, the lateness of whose awakening to 
the dictates of patriotism and of honor cost 
her brother's life 
Miss Gordon, diffident, 


humble and retiring, never expressed her 
opinions publicly 
But those who were 


privileged to «ajoy her friendship nevor 
mistook tier silence for indifference. 


Her majesty was a good friend to Miss 


Gordon always 
It was some consolation 


to the queen, indignant at the betrayal of 
her representative, to shower sympathy 
upon his bereaved sister 
Miss Gordon 


naturally prized each frerfh token of her 
sovereign's sympathy, and she was not less 
ptond of the superb album, containing the 
slfc-natuns of all the notable women of 
England, which was presented to her after 
her brother's death 
Miss Gordon, how- 


ever, was too much of a Gordon to bemoan 
her brother with unavailing tears She 
tended his memory with sedulous care, she 
carefully treasured up all his letters, she 
observed the anniversaries of his death, 
and she was ever grateful to those who, to 
the best of the<r means, had served her 
brother. But she displayed always the 
resignation ol a Christian and the endur- 
ance of a Gordon 


The world was never the same world to 


her after her brother's death, but it was 
God's world still, and she endeavored to 
the best of her ability to walk in her broth 
or's footsteps, to encourage all who had en 
deavored to carry on his work and to dis- 
play to the weakest and the poorest of her 
friends the same overflowing sympathy 
wbtoxt ever auiuiMtea orvutuai auruou 
Whether it was in the establishment of the 
Gordon Boyei1 homes or in helping the 
wretched outcast, she was always ready 


Once only I had the honor of receiving 


her at my office at Mowbray House. She 
came on a characteristic errand Some poor 
bedridden old women, inmates of the local 
workhouse, were panic stricken by the re- 
port that the guardians, after their death, 
turned a penny by selling their poor car 
casses to un versity dissecting rooms Mias 
Gordon, hea.-ing of this dismal vista of the 
dissecting room, which rose grim and ghost 
ly before the dying eyes of these poor souls, 
came to see me to ascertain whether the 
practice could not be stepped The burning 
indignation of the Gordons glowed in her 
eyes as she told me the story, which, I con 
leased, seemed to me utterly incredible, nn 
til, from a subsequent correspondence with 
the local government board, I learned that 
Miss Gordon's representation had finally al 
layed the alarm 


Miss Gordon's dread was to bo discovered 


doing anything of a public nature, but 
when necessary she did net hesitate to ect, 
even though action cost her many sore 
•carchinga of the heart 
She never public 


ly identified herself with political parties, 
but she used to remark occasionally that 
after parliament had enfranchised the 11 
literate plowman it might perhaps in its 
wisdom see flt to give a vote to his edu 
cated mistress. There was the Gordon 
gleam of humor in all her conversation 
She was Gordon through and through—in 
her patriotism, in her endurance, in her 
quaint humor and above all in her religion. 
He did not seem to have quit* gone from 
among us while his sister lived 


Now that Miss Gordon is no longer at 


Bockstone place, we begin to reallza that 
the generation which ennobled history with 
the character of Gordon at Khartoom is 
fast passing away, leaving to the coming 
cei tury a proud inheritance in the memory 
of saintly life and heroic death—W T

i Isolated instances wiiicn can geneiaffy be 
accounted for, while the natives, who 
necessarily depend on tank water suffer 
severely when the tank becomes polluted 
by the etcreta of a cholera patient 


It must be lemembered that the natives 


bathe and wash their utensils and clothes 
In the tank because it 13 the only available 
place for doing so, and that they use the 
water of tha tank, contaminated as it is in 
addition by soakage and sewage, for cook 
Ing and drinking because it is the only 
a\ ailable T> ater supply for domestic pur- 
poses 
Dr Simpson raises a very earnest 


cry against the scarcity of pure v, ater The 
flist requisite for Howrah and the suburbs 
of Calcutta is a liberal water supply, while 
Calcutta itself needs an increased sutiolv

There is not in existence perhaps o bird 


that knows more of the surroundings in the 
places he inhabits than the ruffed grouse. 
He hears, he sees everything 
Nothing es- 


capes his notice This is his home He 
lives about here all the seasons of the year 
—seedtime and harvest winter and sum- 
mer 
He knows well also every wood, ev 


ery covert thicket and stream in the vicin- 
ity 
When compelled to leave this place 


he has several select spots to which he flies 
for refuge 


One of these retreats may be in a dark 


and gloomy uook under the umbrageous 
foliage of the woods, or it may be in a 
clump of dense and impenetrable ever- 
greens or among the witch hazels or amid 
the innumerable and inaccessible saplings 
of the gentle, sloping woodland, or it may 
be in the open wood 
The sportsman will 


soon come to learn the location of these 
spots by carefully watching the flight of 
the bird, but the grouse also will soon be- 
come aware of that fact after he has been 
disturbed a few times and will go no more 
there, but direct his flight elsewhere The 
grouse never flies without knowing exactly 
where he is going, and when he starts on 
his way nothing will turn him from his 
course for in my experience I have seen 
but one bird change his line of flight I 
once saw a grouse crossing a field fly di- 
rectly over a man and a team of oxen plow 
ing 


But the ruffed grouse practices at times 


a mode of flight that is extremely decep 
tive as to his destination 
In the hollows 


he will fly straight ahead through the mid 
die of them for 200 to 300 years and then 
take a wide turn of about 40 yards, and 
coming back the same distance alight on 
the brow of the hill 
He is now in a posi 


tion where he can see the sportsman ap 
proach and can watch his movements, ana 
wheie he would scarcely be Innknd for 
If 


discovered ho-vrcvai, he flies along the top 
of the hill, keeping well out of gunshot 
Such birds are hard to find again, and the 
mystery is where they go 


As the grouse resorts to strategy to es 


cape from man, he is also compelled to do 
the same to sava himself from his othei 
enemies. I recollect being in the woods one 
morning on a pleasant day in October and 
seeing a hawk sailing above a hemlock 
tree 
Approaching the spot I discovered 


near the top on a limb about four feet from 
the body of a tree a ruffed gronse The 
hawk continued for some time his circling 
movements, when he began gradually to 
descend 


The grouse seemed lost when as the hawk 


passed near and to tha opposite side of the

The National EiHBco a Model For Many 


State Buildings. 


The architectural relation of the state 


capitol buildings scattered throughout the 
country to the national capitol at Wash- 
Intfton is quaintly comparable with that of 
parent aud progeny, for the present legis- 
lative homes of the states have all been 
constructed since the Washington capitol 
took shape, and the- architects whose plans 
they embody almost instinctively turned 
to the edifice by the Potomac—if not as a 
model at least as a suggestion 


This is nowhere more evident than in the 


western and southern states The capitol 
of Kansas and that of Texas for instance, 
are but modified reproductions of the moth 
er edifiee in Washington North Dakota, 
Nebraska, Coloiado, Tennessee, Missouri 
and the other states in that part of the 
country, however, while preserving tho 
main featuies of the national building in 
dome, pediraental main doorw ay and base 
merit story, have not indulged in the col- 
umn ornamentation 
This tends usually 


to give adeauded look tostructuies of that 
character but the architects have as a rule 
been so happy m their combinations .that 
such a consequence was escaped 


The south affords a striking instance of 


Vitrovius' accuracy in saying that the ar 
chitecture of a state is a history m stone of 
its past 
Her capitol buildings form an ar- 


chitectural aristociacy poor, it may be, and 
not gilded, but impiessive still 
The struc-
